Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1953,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  1/54,  as  in  previous  years. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  was  satisfactory* 
The  vital  statistics,  as  set  out,  give  an  overall  picture 
of  the  district. 

The  population  of  the  district  is  growing  slowly. 

The  census  population  in  1931  was  16,430:  (8074  males  and 
8356  females);  in  1951,  22^689  (12,365  males  10,324  females)  - 
an  increase  of  6,259  (38.1%).  Development  within  recent  years 
at  the  R. A. F. Station,  Odiham,  and  Blackbushe  Civil  Airport 
has  contributed  to  this  increase.

The  great  increase  was  in  the  number  of  measle 
cases  notified  (542)  as  against  7 in  1952, 

There  were  13  cases  of  food  poisoning  - 11  of  which 
occurred  in  an  outbreak  in  a private  school  for  Girls  at 
Hawley,  The  outbreak  was  very  mild  and  no  causal  agent 
was  found.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

There  are  4 District  Norses,  who  are  qualified 
Midwives.  The  County  Council,  since  5th  July, 1948,  have 
administered  the  District  Nursing  and  Domicilliary  Midwifery 
Service. 

There  is  a Home  Help  Service  - Hartley  Wintney 
being  in  Division  I which  includes  also  Aldershot,  Earnborough 
and  Fleet.  The  Divisional  Head  is  Mrs .Meehan  and  the 
office  for  this  area  is  at  the  Town  Hall,  Farnborough  (Tel. 
Farnborough  1400), 

During  1953,  87  families  received  aid  from  the 

Servi ce. 


Infectious  disease  patients  are  treated  at  the 
Civil  Isolation  Hospital,  Aldershot,  when  hospitalisation  is 
needed.  The  Ambulance  Service,  with  a Headquarters  Depot 
at  Aldershot,  serves  the  Hartley  Wintney  District.  The 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  is  at  Manor  Park,  Aldershot. 

The  Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  at  Brambly  Grange  Health 
Centre,  Basingstoke,  and  at  Manor  Park  House,  Aldershot. 
Tuberculosis  Clinics  are  held  at  Aldershot  and  Basingstoke 
under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Prevention 
and  After  care’ of  the  tuberculosis  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council, 


HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

There  are  3 hospitals  in  the  area  : 

1*  ODIHAM  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL  (Winchester  Group)  has  8 beds 
and  1 cot.  This  includes  1 private  ward. 

2.  YATELEY  & DISTRICT ’HOSPITAL  (Farnham  Group)  has  14  beds 
and  1 private  ward. 

3*  VTNCHFIELD  HOSPIT AL  ( W.i nche st er  Group).  This  is  a 

hospital  of  166  beds  - mostly  devoted  to  chronic  sick. 

32  beds  are  available  for  the  Welfare  Section.  There  is  a 
Maternity  Unit  of  4 beds. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES . 


The  Laboratory  Service  for  the  area  is  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Hants  County  Hospital, 
Winchester  -'Tel. 3807  - and  the  Director  is  Dr. I, I. Findlay 
(since  1954).  'All  types  of  bacteriological  examinations 
are  done  there.

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BLACKBUSHE  CIVIL  AIRPORT  - 

The  work  at  this  Airport  is  increasing,, 

I am  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  Dr . J. A. Sharkey , 

The  Manor  House,  Hartley  Wintney,  the  Airport  Medical  Officer,  for 
the  following  report 

”For  some  years  now  the  Public  Health  Services  at  Blackbushe 
Airport  have  been  carried  out  on  a part-time  basis  by  my  two 
Partners  and  myself*  Originally  there  was  a team  of  Medical 
Receptionists  scrutinising  the  arriving  passengers  and  the  Medical 
Officer  was  called  on  for  his  services  when  required.  This 
procedure  was  amended  some  time  ago  in  the  interests  of  economy 
and  the  Inmigration  Staff  have  taken  over  the  task  of  scrutinising 
the  passengers  and  calling  the  Medical  Officer  when  required.  They 
also  keep  statistics  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer* 

I pay  two  regular  calls  a week,  as  a rule,  to  carry  out  a routine 
inspection  of  the  running  of  the  service  and  as  this  visit  usually 
co-incides  with  the  arrival  of  an  aircraft  I scrutinise  the 
passengers  from  a public  health  point  of  view. 

The  duties  of  the  Immigration  Officer-Receptionist  is  to 
keep  a look  out  for  suspicious  rashes  and  to  question  the  passenger 
if  he  has  complained  of  illness.  Aircraft  from  potentially 
infective  areas  are  scrutinised  more  carefully  than  European  traffic 
and  warning  notices  are  issued  to  each  passenger  when  any  doubt 
arises  as  to  illness  or  suspected  illness.  There  is  an  Isolation 
Hut  on  the  Airport  for  the  detention  of  passengers  suffering  from 
contagious  conditions. 

Although  the  figures  show  that  the  traffic  is  growing 
rapidly,  there  has  been  very  little  illness  to  report.  During  the 
past  year  there  were  four  cases  of  dysentery  arriving  very  ill. 

One  an  Air  Hostess  and  three  others  on  another  occasion  belonging 
to  one  family.  In  both  cases  the  illness  started  en  route  and 
thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Aldershot,  the  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Aldershot  with  no  administrative  delay. 

We  have  been  called  to  several  cases  of  illness  en  route 
reported  by  wireless  and  found  only  cases  of  influenza  and  tonsilitis 
Two  children  from  Rhodesia  were  reported  as  having  a suspicious  rash 
and  a verbal  diagnosis  of  chicken  pox  from  Nice  was  elicited.  The 
cases  were  of  a doubtful  character  and  material  from  the  lesions 
were  dispatched  to  the  Virus  Laboratory  at  Colindale  for  confirmation 
or  otherwise.  Pending  the  result,  the  two  cases  were  admitted 
to  the  Smallpox  Isolation  Hospital  at  Winchester.  Owing  to  the 
excellent  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Hartley 
Wintney  Rural  District  Council,  and  the  Laboratory  Services,  there 
was  the  minimum  delay  in  isolating  the  two  cases,  which  turned  out 
to  be  chicken  pox. 

To  conclude,  I have  to  report  that  in  my  opinion  the 
service  is  running  very  smoothly.”

WATER  SUPPLY.  Tho  Rural  District  as  a whole  is  supplied  by  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company.  This  water  is  chlorinated  and  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity.  Frequent  samples  are  taken  by  the  Company 
and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

The  Parish  of  Hartley  Wintney  has  its  own  water 
supply  - population  3.000.  The  quality  is  satisfactory  but  the 
quantity  is  liable  to  be  deficient  in  the  Summer  when  the  supply 
has  to  be  assisted  by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company.  This  water  has 
a plumbo  solvent  action  as  it  is  a soft  water.  The  supply  is  piped 
direct  to  the  houses  and  lead  pipes  are  forbidden  on  account  of  the 
plumbo  solvent  action.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied 
in  the  parish  is  794.  There  are  246  wells  in  the  district. 

Samples  of  water  taken  during  the  year  - 18. 

Five  of  these  were  unsatisfactory  and  alternative  supplies  arranged. 

MILK  SUPPLY.  There  are  in  the  area  21  retailers  of  graded  milks 
and  one  pasteurising  plant.  29  Milk  samples  were  taken,  one  of 
which  was  unsatisfactory.
